Mr. Williams was a man of broad

iiiltnre and of considerable literary
attainment, lie was a member of the
Protestant Kplscoj al Church, and in
the councils of his church he had for
many years exerted a wholesome and
beneficial influence. For nearly fifty
years he was treasurer of the Piocesan
Missionary Society; for nearly forty
years he represented his church in the
diocesan council, and he was twice a
delegate to the General Convention of
the Protestant Kplscopal Church. lie
was president of the Southern Church¬
man Company: president of the Vir¬
ginia Bible Society; president of the
Richmond Male Orphan Society; treas¬
urer of the. Virginia Negro Reforma¬
tory; president of the Virginia State
School for Colored Deaf and Blind
Children, and was president of the
Memorial Hospital, which was founded
through the generosity of his family.
Always a loyal alumnus of the Uni¬
versity of Virginia, he made many gifts
of money, books and poitraits to that
institution. The portraits of Chief Jus¬
tice Marshall and of Commodore Maury
and a tablet of principles that adorn
the library at the university are gifts
from his hand.

WHAT WARRING NATIONS CLAIM
IN THEIR OFFICIAL STATEMENTS
French

1 'Ui*. February 11..The French
War office this afternoon Issued this
official communication:

"Along nil of the front yesterday
as far as Champagne there were ar¬
tillery exchanges. In' the northern
region thero were several aeroplane
expeditions on our part as well as
on the part of the enemy. The pro¬
jectiles dropped l»y the aeroplanes
of the enemy fell within our lines.

"In Champagne a German attack
against our position in the forest to
the north of Mesnil-les-Hurlus, re¬
cently occupied by tis. wns repulsed.

"In the Argonne. the lighting in
the vicinity of tlio Maria Theresa
earthworks has been very violent.
According to the latest reports re¬
ceived here, the German forces
amount to about one brigade. We
hnve maintained all our positions.
The losses of the enemy are consid¬
erable and ours are serious.

"hi the \"osg<-s there has been a
thick foK ami abundant snow. It
whs during a very dark night that
there occurred the Infantry engage¬
ment reported yesterday at La Kitn-
lenelle. in the Uan-de-Snpt. The
Germans had at least two buttalions
of troops present. After having
ceded some ground, our troops re¬
captured e\erythln« they gave tip.
This wns d tring the day of Feb¬
ruary 10. ami it was accomplished
by a series of counterattacks."
The following official communica¬

tion was issued by the War Office
to-nirrht:
"The enemy has strongly bom¬

barded Nieuport and tlje banks of
Ih''' Yser, but has not done material
damage. Our nrtlllery has re¬
sponded effectively.

"In the Argonne. in the region of
Raga telle, after a violent struggle
with lance and bombs, which con¬
tinued throughout th<- morning, a
German attack was delivered at 1
o'clock In the afternoon against the
earthworks of Mnric Theresa.

'It was carried out in line by col¬
umns of four, along :"O0 metres of
the front, but was broken down by
our artillery and infantry lire. The
enemy left a great number of dead.

"In t lie Yosges. south of the
Chatean-de-Lu.?se, and north of the
Col-de-Santa Alarie, in a sudden at¬
tack. we occupied a Gorman trench.
On several parts of the front there
have been spirited artillery engage¬
ments."

German
MERLIN, Februnry 11 (by wire¬

less via Lioudon)..At the War Of¬
fice to-day the following statement
was issued:

"In the western theatre of war
an attack In the Argonne resulted
in a gain of ground for us. Six of¬
ficers. 307 men, two mnchlne guns
and six small cannon were captured.
In the central and southern Vosges
wo also gained a few small local
successes.

"Eastern theatre: On the Kast
Prussian frontier engagements were
continued yesterday, with results
which wore altogether satisfactory
to us, although dee,» snow hindered
the movements of our troops. The
result of these engagements cannot
yet bo seen.

"In the I'ollsh theatre, on the
right bank of the Vistula, an ad¬
vance brought us Into the district
northwest of klerpec. through which
our opponents wero repulsed. One
hundred prisoners were taken.
"On the left bank of the Vistula

there were no special incidents."

I'ETKOGRAD, February 11..The

following statement from the gen¬
eral staff of the Russian com¬
mander-in-chief was made public
to-night:

"It has been definitely estab¬
lish^! that the Germans arc con¬
centrating very great forces in East
Prussia. These forces have started
an offensive which they are de¬
veloping, especially in the direction
of Wllkowyszkl tnorth of Augus-
towo) and Lyck.
"The presence Is reported of units

composed of new recruits from Cen¬
tral Germany.
"Our troops, keeping the enemy In

check, are retiring front the Ma-
zurlan Unkes toward our frontier.
"On the right hank of the Vistula

some small encounters have taken
place In the direction of Myschenetz,
toward Ostrolenka. and in the re¬
gion of Serpet7, on the Skrwa
River.
"On the left batik of the Vistula

there have been only cannonades.
"in the Carpathians the enemy at¬

tacked to the west of .Mozolabortcli,
in the direction of lablonow, to the
east of the Uzsok Pass. We re¬
pulsed all these attneks and also a
German offensive on the heights of
Kozlouvkn.
"We seized the heights near

Rabbe, cast of Lupkow Pass, after a
violent tight, and captured as many
as 1,000 prisoners."

NOW OX HIS WAV TO VERA CRUZ

American Battleship Deluware Lies
in Harbor There With Instructions
to Offer Him Refuge.Deportation
.May t'ause Complications.

WASHINGTON. February 11...lose
Caro, Spanish minister to Mexico, has
been summarily expelled from Mexico
l»y General Carranza. To-night he was
believed to be on Ills way to Vera Cruz,
where the American battleship Dela-
ware lies In the harbor, with Instruc¬
tions to offer him a refuge.
News that the minister had been

given twenty-four hours from last mid¬
night to leave Mexico because h« Is
alleged to have sheltered Angel . do
Caso, a Spanish subject, accused of aid¬
ing Villa, came to the State Depart¬
ment late to-day.

Aftor hurried conferences between
Secretary Bryan and the Spanish and
Brazilian ambassadors here. Secretary
of the Navy Daniels cabled Captain
Hodgers, of the Delaware, to take Min¬
ister Caro on board and await orders.
Consul Canada at Vera Cruz was dl-
reeled to give the minister every as-
sistance.
When Minister Caro received Car-

ranza'K notice he immediately prepared
to start for Vera Cruz, expecting to sail
for Havana to await instructions from
his government. An American war¬
ship will take him to Cuba, unless a
merchant ship bound that way puts in
at Vera Cruz within a day or two.
While ("arranza's note explained to

the minister that no offense was in¬
tended against the Spanish government
or people, the right of asylum to na¬
tionals of a foreign government is a
long-established rule, and the deporta¬
tion of a diplomat for granting this
right, it was suggested in diplomatic
..ircles here to-night, might result in
serious complications.

Til SAVE SHIPPING Bill
Compromise Is Designed to Extricate

Measure From Deadlock and
Avert Extra Session.

PROPOSAL. BY HOUSE HEADERS

Adjournment of Senate Advances De-
termination of Democrats to Force
Cloture Rule and End Determined
Filibuster.

WASHINGTON, February 11.. A com-

promise proposal, designed to extricate
the administration ship-purchase hill
from tho deadlock that haa blocked its
passage in the Senate and to avert ani
extra session, was put forward to-
night by House Democrats through
Representative Kitchln, of North Caro-
Una, chosen majority leader of the next
House.
The new plan, which proposes the

passage of the shipping bill as a tem-
porary emergency measure, was de¬
veloped at conferences on the House
side of the Capitol, while the Senate
marked time, with both opponents and
supporters of the measure sparring for
advantage. An adjournment of the Sen¬
ate to-night advanced tho plans of the
Democratic leaders to force a cloture
rule that would end the determined
filibuster.
As announced by Representative

Kltchln, the compromise contemplates
passage through the House next week
of the bill suggested by Senator Gore
with an amendment that would termi¬
nate the government's activities in the
shipping business two years after tho
close of the European war. Despite]President Wilson's announced deter¬
mination to stand by the Senate bill in

ilts present form, Representative Kitchin
said, House leaders, anxious to avoid an'extra session, proposod to put this
measure before the Senate and give the
President an opportunity to accept It

Reed, "if I <1 it! not give it publicity,
and I recommend the reference of this
letter, and the important matter to
which it reft-rs. to the consideration of
the chamber's committee on mines for
investigation and report, coal being a
basic feature in industrial development
of ever-increasing value and import¬
ance."
